Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The art of record does not teach nor does it suggest the specific features called 
for in the claims, in particular the concept of combing movement information and 
distance information for target selection. There are many teachings, for example 
Knoeppel (7,046,822) where stereo imaging is used to obtain distance information, 
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which is subsequently to clump objects together for tracking. But none of the prior art 
uses the movement information before the tracking stage, whereas the current 
application uses the information for target selection. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
